It ismeither the Union-nor Wildom of 'Councils,:nor the Strength 
of -Fleets' or Armies, thar. will ſecure us from the Judgements 6f 
God, which we may expe& will fall. upon'us with an extraordi- 
nary..redoubling, according to the Propherick Phraiſe of ſeyen 
times. heavier than any thing . that we have yet (cen or known:; 
if thoſe that - are filthy, will be filth-ſtall :. It the Atheiſt will tnink that 
his ſtanding-up-for the : roteſtanc Religion, is a warrant to him to 
laugh at all that is:Sacred;; In a word,it Men think that their Fears 
are oyet; and that, therefore they may give themſelves up to 
work wickedneſs witho4r ceſtraint;. then we may juſtly expe a 
retura of rhe like, it not of greater: Miferics. We deſpiſed onr 
Religion,and G{ D-nas chrearned to cake it from'us ; yer it ſeems 
the Prayers of the Few have prevailed ove the cry ot rhe ſins of 
the many, But. we haye no reaſon to expc&t that ir ſhould be always 


fo 
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ſo, Weare certainly che happieſt Nation in the World, if we 
can but know and yalue ic as we ought ro do.Our Climate,though 
- none of-the beſt, yet is Kind and Fruittul : and if the Sun is leſs 
favourable to us; yet our Situatiun as it {eparates us from all the 


World, ſo ir lets the Wealth of the whole World 
in upon us, and keeps Danger and War at a diſtance from us: We 
have all che Liberties of Freemen tempered with a firm and ſteady 


(Covernment. Bur which is above all, we are bleſt with that holy 


Religion which the Son of God revealed ro the World, and we 


are Reformed from thoſe Corruprions which had defiled it, and 
that in ſo equal manner, that we are the chief Objc& of the Ro- 


man Fury,as well as the jult Glory of the Reformation : Wehave 
had the truths of Religion both in the points of Speculation and 


Practice opened to us with fuch advantages, that it we ſtumble or 


loſe our way in the midſt of ſo much light, we have more to an- 
{wer forthan any Nation under Heayeri : and to Crown all, God 
has put us ſo far into the hands of our Enemies, asto let us clearly 
{ce what wewereto expe from them. They had deyoured us in 
their hopes, and ſeemed to be Hamer's Friends caſting Lors, and 
watching a tt opportunity to deſtroy us, when of a ſudden the 
Snare was broken, and we haveeſcaped out of it. I hope none of 
thole that were here well ſoon oreaſily forget how near they were 
tO be ſwallowed up; and if they had then grave thoughts and (e- 
rious purpoſes, | hope this change in their Fortunes will not make 


them diſmiſs, or forget them, And for us, that ſaw. God's Won< 


ders inthe Deep, and that after we had paſt an Eminent Danger, 
larguiſked ſo many dayes in the Harbour between Hope ws , > 
ſpair, upon which we ſeemed to put on firm reſolutions, and 
make {olemn V owsof amendmenr,Can we be guilty of ſo hainous 
an Ingratitude and breach of Faith, as to forget the engagements, 


into which we then entred,of a ſerious and univerſal Reformation? 


4. But while we lerour thoughts out to wonder at the Wildom 
and Gooeneſs of God, let the admiration of theſe produce ſome- 
what like them in our ſelves: we ought togrow wile ; for our Ex: 
perience has colt us dear, and had almolt proven a very dreadful 


School tous: We now {ce the folly of truſting to that Religion, 
- and of imagining that any weight was to be laid on all the Pro- 


miſes that could be madeusby them. Ir is not to be doubted but 
that mary were ſolittle acquainted with the depths of Satan that 
are in thar Black Society, as to believe it was poſlible for them to 
maintain Truth, Honour and Goad nature, notwithſtanding the 

Te. points 
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points of Speculation that are in their Schools: we refolyed to 
make the Experiment, and they have taken {uch pains to let us 
ſce our miſtake, that 1: is to be hoped we will never at any time 
hercafcer relapſe into the like Error. The goodneſs of God ,* that 


_ appears now in {uch endearing.CharaQtersto us, ought likewiſe to 


form rhe like temper in us. Our minds have been to much em- 
bittered on all bands, by reaſon of ſome inconſtderable differences 
which our Enemies have always managed, with'ſo much addreſs, 
as to eng3ge us to weaken our common Force, by dividing our 
ſelves inco Parties: and by a fatal ſeries of woful Accidents , thefe 
{ſparks have been blown up into luch a flame, that they had atmoſt 
quite conſumed us, Bur it is to be hoped that we will ſtudy ro be 


all of one mind;. or, if we cannot arrive at ſo greata blefling, that 
at leaſt we will love one ancither,, and' remember. that we are Bre- 


thren, tcllow Chriſtians and' fellow Proteſtants , thar muſt have 
been deftroyed together. and therefore muſt now ſupport and bear 


with one another. Bur as Idoubt nor but the happy diſpoſition of 


all peoples minds will now produce a deſired remper inthoſe mat- 
ters;lo we muſt not bound our Charity within ſo narrow a compals: 


No, we are Chriſtians , and therefore. we muſt not, only love our. 


Brethren, but even our Encmics.and' our Perſecutors, 'and ſo over- 


come their evil with good. For how hard thaughts ſoever we 


may juſtly have of the Spirit and Councils that govern thar 
Church ; yet many among them in the ſimplicity of their 


heart , and according to the implicireneſs of their Principles follow 


thoſe Opinions that have been.dropt-into'themtrom'their Child. 
hood; they have not ftrength of thought to look - natrowly into 


them , nor do their Rules allow. them in ſo bold a thing as to exa+ 
mine whicther they are in the righror not: and though it is hard 
to imagine how any ſliould go over tothem;yer it is caſte to ima- | 


eine how theſe whoare among them ſhould be ſhut up blindfold 
8& muffled up with the awtul bonds of 4A=thority &lnfallibility, Andfot 
ſuch, though we are under the higheſt proyocationsthat any Nati- 
on can have, yet after all, Jer us ſtill remember that we are Chr1- 
ſtians, and that as we have declared openly . againſt the Injuſtice 


and Cruelty of our Enemics,. we govern our ſelyesby the Rule , of 

doingas we would be done by. It-is a preſage of Moderation 1n 
our whole proceedings, that even the leſs governable Part of the- 
Nation, I mean the unruly Mulcitude, has been ſo happily re- 
ſtrained from extravagant ads of fury : for-wichout juſtifying what: 
they have done, we may well rejoyce for what they HAVE not 
bo one: 
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done,” and that Bloody and Outragious Sacrifices have not © been 


made, Ir is the peculiar Charafter and Glory of this -Nation, | 


- That Tendernels and Compaſhion are ſo natural to it, that rhe Un- 


| fqrrunate are always piticd by. them. And if trumulcuous 'Num- 
| bers have obſerved ſo much temper-in their wrath , how much 


ſolve to. be Chriſtians indeed, and to a as, M 


more is to be expetted from Councils -that are to be goyerned by. 
Juſtice and Mercy /, and under the dire&ions of a Prince who hag. 
ſkewed that his hatred of Pertecution in others, was not only be- 
cauſe his own fide {affered in it; bur from a ſteady and uniform, 
Principle which-has. made hzm not only juſt to. thoſe. of that Re- 
ligion , but even Kind too , whenſoeyet they deſerved it. We, 
indeed, ought co ſtudy the fiim ſecuring of our Religion. even. 


from the remoreſt poſlibilities of hurt. thatcan. come to ittrom.. 
tbat reſtleſs and violeac ſpirit which has hitherto createduslo njuch.
